Dillon said a final presidential 
decision would be delayed pend­ 
ing a last-m inute reading of the 
econom ic outlook and possible 
inflationary influences. 
Dillon said he thought “ this 
would be a ra th e r easy bill to 
p a s s ” in Congress an d he ex­ 
pected the proposed tax cuts to 
take effect n ex t July I.

Medicare under Social Security passed in the V. S. 
Senate this year but was defeated in the House. The 
Nov. 0 election gave the Demoeats 37 more seats in 
the House for a total of about 291 to 138 Republicans. 
'file switch should make it much easier for the Johnson 
Administration to put over medicare in 196o than in 
1964. 
This year the House voted a 5 pct. increase in So­ 
cial Security }>enefits. boosting the rate of $40 to $127 
a month to $42-$133.40. This would have required a 
payroll tax of 4.8 pct. on the first $5,400 of income for 
both employe and employer by 1971, compared with 
Hie 4.625 pct. of $4,800 under the present law. 
But the Senate voted the administration’s bigger 
social security package, including medicare which would 
boost benefits to $47-$134 a month. Payroll taxes would 
have been higher than under the House bill, rising to 
5.2 pct. by 1971 for both employe and employer on the 
first $5,600 of income. This would mean a total Social 
Security tax of 10.4 pct. which is above the IO pct. maxi­ 
mum which many fiscal experts believe a reasonable 
level.

In a seperate resolution, the 
bureau 
denounced 
M ichigan’s 
current 
legislative 
apportion­ 
ment which, it said, “ creates 
districts that led to voter con­ 
fusion and denies them proper 
representation.” 
M e a t Inspection U rg e d 
Saying the present Michigan 
ballot “lends itself to a so - 
called ‘lazy voter,’ the bureau 
supported the M assachusetts 
type ballot which was rejected 
by voters in the Nov. 3 election 
The ballot lists candidates by 
office, rather than party. 
A proposed resolution calling 
'or tax reform to give property 
tax relief was sent back to the 
resolutions 
committee for re­ 
writing. 
The resolution proposed an in­ 
come tax to replace some prop­ 
erty taxes, and questions were 
raised 
about limiting 
income 
taxes and about whether the 
tax should be on gross or net 
income. 
The bureau felt im plem enta­ 
tion of its resolution on m eat 
inspection could help boost sales 
of the Michigan m eat industry. 
The resolution urged legisla­ 
tion providing for state inspec­ 
tion before and after slaughter 
of m eat anim als not under fed­ 
eral inspection. 
New Election Method 
It pointed out that Michigan 
state institutions are required to 
purchase only inspected m eat, 
and m any slaughtering plants 
rn the state are not in areas of 
adequate inspection. 
“This m eans that Michigan 
farm ers 
and 
m eat 
industry 
people have their tax money 
used to purchase m eat produced 
in other states,” it said. 
The 
bureau

method of electing the President 
of the United States. 
It said of the electors who

from the state at large and 19 
from the individual congression­ 
al districts.
